WasUagton, D. C, Sept, I7— fThe 
Aling of the majority and minority 
reports by the foreign relations 
committee has opened the last and 
' moat intense engagement in^ the 
Senatcl over flie League of Nations., 
This battle, consifltingr of a series of 
engagements, bids fair to last sever- 
al weeks, and outrival anything that 
has coqie before the apper house of 
CongrMs )a niuy deeadaa. 

Cloaa obsarlrers, those who check 
each doubtfnl Senator's qualms and 
emotions daily are still strongly of 
the opinion that the. League of Na- 
tiona Bi eapoosed by Woodnw Wil- 
~ son appears the winner. In this they 
are assured by the admitted collapse 
of the attempt to kill the Peace 
Treaty without resorting to cover, 
and the belief that all similar iat- 
terapts under the guise of amend- 
ments and reservations appear equal- 
ly certain to fiaL 

The lodge or majority reports 
stresses the point that the committee 
has the Treatj' but six weeks, where- 
as the peace conference took six 
months to prepare the treaty. But, 
it is frequently asked, when in all 
history did it take as long to de- 
stroy as to build? €!onsidering that 
the antagonistic Senators were blind- 
ly assailing the League of Nations 
months boforo they knew the details, 
the compluint of inadequate time has 
not made an impression. 

But the minority report takes up 
the cudgels promptly and points out 
the commcrical unrest the world over 
that can be directly traced to the de- 
lay incident to preparing a majority 
nport that all Senator Lodge's 
"kni-the-Leagne-som»Jway" collea- 
gues could agree ti^ la tlie following 
language: 

"The industrial world is in ferm- 
enti the ftnaadal worid in doubt and 
eondneAee halta whfle tills grem de- 
lay in the peace settlement has been 
caused by the majority of a com- 
mittee known to be out of harmony 
with the majori^ of' the Senate and 
the majority of the people. This is 
government by obstroetieli as well as 
by a minority." . - 

Not daring to openly as«ert that 
President Wilson had kept anything 
from them at the famous White 
House mooting between the chief 
executive and the members of the 
fovsigB rslattons committee, the re- 
port of Hkt najoritjr by implieations 
says that nothing was gleaned on 
that occasion, being another excuse 
for delay in reporting the treaty. 

What evidently was considered a 
"bell-ringer" argument by Senator 
Lodge and his cohorts already has be- 
come a source of amusement This 
point was the amount of export busi- 
ness tiansaetad by the United States 
with Germany since the amistice. 

"Between ttiat event and the end 
of July," announced the T.odge ro- 
port, "we have exported to Germany 
goods valued at 111,270,684^ thus 
disapproving the Administrations 
claim that channels of trade with 
Germany would be closed until the 
Peace Treaty was ratified. 

'*rhe claim by the majority ef this 
committoo tli.at we have exported 
over eleven million dollais worth of 
goods to Germany since the armistice 
and without peace settlement is no 
doubt true. To other countries dur- 
ing the .same period we exported 
over five thousand million ilollars 
worth. What was exported to Ger- 
many as stated by the majority re- 
port was practically nothing. It is 
only 14 cents worth of American 
products for each person in Germany 
in seven months or 2 cents per per- 
son per month, yet the majority re- 
port boasts of it as evidence of tiade 
i (>vival in spite of treaty delay. The 
same statesman gravely assure us 
that their figures prove that it is a 
mere delusion to say we (faiaiot trade 
with Germany ' till a p«ace settle- 
ment is made. T\vo cents per month 
per person is hardly trading with 
Germany". 

Meanwhile another bit of perplexi- 
ty has arisen to' bother the irrecon- 
cilcable elements that Senator 
Lodge has failed to whip into an 
agreement to kill the League of Na- 
tions, and hence the entire Peace 
Treaty- The "New York Sun", ^one 
of the most violent opponents of the 
League, recently propounded a series 
of questions to a "high Frencli 
government ofSdal" in regard to the 
Lodge amendments and reservations, 
^tho replies to throe of which are 
regarded as deeply significant; 
One of the- questipns was "Would

Another was '^ould such reserve 
tions have to be accepted by all the 
signatories before they would be 
valid as applying to membership in 
the League of Nations", the answer 
being, "Most eertahdy," Germany, it 
will be remembered, was one of the 
signatories. 

Still another query was, "Would 
France object to any of the reserva- 
tions," and "the answer to this was 
"That they seemed highly dangerous 
to the Treaty, but as there appeared 
to be little chance that they would 
be accepted the questioD was hardly 
worth discussing." 

Meanwhile the President's an 
nounccment in the West that pro 
Gennanism was again raising its 
head in America is being borne out 
in the Senate of the United States. 
Senators with large German con 
stituencies have been notable in their 
attadcs on the President and the 
League, and fervid in their pro 
testations of so-called Americanism 
and Nationalism. Frequenters of the 
capitol notice that certain Senate 
galleries are invariably packed when 
one of these speeches is to be de- 
livered, and that these appeals to 
patriotism — which Dr. Samuel John 
son seveigal himdred years ago term 
ed in his vigorous style' "Ae last 
resort of scoundrels" — arc greeted 
with applause by spectators who 
leave their scats as soon as the 
orating Senator has taken his seat.

and property damage. Each re- 
port from searchers, however, 
revealed the increasipg magni- 
tude of the disaster.*! * 

Officials are generally agreed 
that the death list will be more 
than a hundred, and some esti- 
mate it between 200 and 300. The 
estimates of property damage 
range from ten to fifteen millim 
dollars. The best available in- 
formation today placed the dead 
in this city at 47. Seventy-seven 
other bodies are reported washed 
up in the bay.
